SUCCESS  IN  EDUCATION 


During  the  years  of  formal  education,  the  student  is  exposed 
to  many  facts  -  -many  truths.  Data  is  accumulated,  formulas  mem- 
orized, sources  for  further  research  discovered.  Principles  and 
laws  are  discussed  and  assimilated. 

Great  stress  is  placed  on  factual  accuracy,  particularly  at 
examination  time. 

But  the  real  test  of  education  comes  after  graduation. 
That  test  is  how  we  live  as  individuals  responsible  to  our- 
selves and  to  society. 

Bigotry --hatred  of  others  because  their  beliefs  do  not  coin- 
cide with  ours. . .
